WASHINGTON, May 29 (UP) 
-—-Senate Democratic Leader 


Lyndon B. Johnson today prom- 
ised a thorough Investigation 
of the hiring of newspaper men 
by the United States Informa- 
tion Agency to write special 
articles. 

The practice was attacked in 
Senate debate on an appropria- 
tion bill which cut by one-third 


the funds requested by the 
agency. 

The Senate approved the 
$96,200,000 appropriation bill 


75 to 2 and sent it to the White 
House after three hours of de- 
bate. The House had passed it 
earlier by voice vote. Senators 
Jacob K. Javits (Rep.), New 
York, and Richard L. Neu- 


berger (Dem.), Oregon, cast the | 


only two votes against the bill. 

Johnson read a House com- 
mittee report that USIA at vari- 
ous times had bought special 
articles from about 475 news- 
paper men at a total cost of 
about $70,000. One St. Louis 
newspaper writer, who was not 
immediately identified, was 
listed as having received $1800 
in one month. 

(In St. Louis, John Hicks, a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch, 
said he had written articles for 
the United States Information 
Agency for the agency’s use 
abroad. Hicks said he had re- 
ceived approximately $1800 for 
this work in the last year.) 

‘Shocked’ by Practice. 

The Senator said he was 
“shocked” by. the practice. He 
expressed fear that it “may 
wind up .. .by having a govern- 
ment-kept or at least a govern- 
ment-controlled press... to 
the extent of 500 or 600 
writers.” 

He said he was not question- 
ing the integrity of the news- 
paper men. 

“I don’t say anybody was 
bought or even influenced but 
I do question the wisdom of 
spending the taxpayers’ money 
for this purpose,” Johnson said. 

He questioned the wisdom of 
letting any government bureau, 
especially a propaganda agency 
such as USIA, have authority 
“to go out and reach into the 
editorial rooms of this nation.” 

As chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations subcommittee 
passing on USIA funds, he said 
he “will go into it thoroughly.” 

Senators Styles Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, and J. 
W. Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 
indorsed Johnson’s remarks. 

Fulbright said it is “bad pub- 
lic policy” for newspaper men 
to have such a “dual capacity.” 
He went on to say it could hav 
been “purely coincidental,” but 
that all the newspapers he had 
seen had gone “overboard for 
USIA” in the controversy over 
cutting its furtds.

At the start of his conference 
Dulles took note of the White 
House announcement of the 
resignation of Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey. 
He said he had always worked 
well and closely with Humphrey 
and any differences they might 
have had had been composed 
without appeal to the President. 
The Secretary was then asked 


‘about reports that indicated he 
would also resign in the in-| 


terest of getting a younger 
cabinet for the President’s sec- 
ond term. He said firmly that 
it was his plan to continue to 
serve as Secretary of State. As 
to whether he would stay 
through the whole of the sec- 
ond term, Dulles remarked that 
this was a long time, adding

The _ scientists, Dr. Merrill 
Eisenbud, of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s New York op- 
erations office, and Dr. J. L. 
Kulp, of Columbia University’s 
Lamont geological laboratory, 
testified at the third session of 
hearings by a special fallout 
subcommittee of the congres- 
sional Joint Committee on 
atomic energy. 


Dr. Eisenbud’s Conclusions. 


Dr. Eisenbudc concluded that 
the average bone concentration 
in New York children would 
reach a maximum by 1970 of 
five micro-microcuries of stron- 
tium 90 per gram of body cal- 
cium, assuming no _ further 
tests. One hundred of these 
units of strontium 90 concen- 
tration are considered the max- 
imum permissible level for an 
entire population, and 1000 is 
the maximum permitted for 
atomic energy workers. 

Studies in other parts of the 
coufitry indicate that the level 
would never be more than 15 
micro-micro curies in any part 
of the United States, he said. 

“Nothing in the tests sched- 
uled in the last year would 
drastically alter these conclu- 
sions,” Dr. Eisenbud added.

Future tests at the present 
rate, Dr. Kulp said, would re- 
sult in an average concentration 
of 24 micro-micro-curies in the 
United States and 8 in the en- 
tire world, compared to the 100- 
unit maximum permissable con- 
centration for an entire pop- 
ulation.

WASHINGTON, May 29—The 
question of whether the Gov- 
ernment erred in awarding the 
Freeport Sulphur Co. a fast tax 
write-off certificate to encour- 
age the production. of nickel 
and in rejecting a preliminary 
proposal to grant a loan to a 
Bethlehem Steel Co. subsidiary 
for the same purpose was dis- 
cussed before a congressional 
committee yesterday. 


Senator A. Willis Robertson 
(Dem.), Virginia, chairman of 
the joint committee on defense 
production, estimated the Gov- 
ernment took a price loss of 
slightly more than $34,000,000 
in giving the contract to Free- 
port Sulphur, which also agreed 
to furnish cobalt to the govern- 
ment. 

Committee counse] Harold 
Warren pointed out, however, 
that the figures Robertson read 
were based on previous market 
prices. On the basis of current 
market prices the loss would be 
about $10,000,000, he said. 

The committee failed to ex- 
plore the fundamental reasons 
for the government choice of 
Freeport over Bethlehem. Rob- 
ertson indicated further hear- 
ings would be held after addi- 
tional staff studies. 

Some Hint of Reasons. 

Some suggestion of the rea- 
sons, which were considered in 
the cabinet-level Defense Mo- 
bilization Board, were offered 
to the committee, however, by 
Charles Kendall, general coun- 
sel of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization. 

Kendall said Bethlehem pro- 
posed to handle the matter 
through a Cuban subsidiary cor- 
poration which would not pay 
taxes to the United States.

MATTHEWS SAYS 
HE WILL SEEK 40 


Would Be Used for 
Voting Machine Stor- 
age Building, 10 
More Policemen. 


St. Louls County Supervisor 
Luman F, Matthews said today 
he would recommend a 4-cent 


increase in the qpounty real 
estate and personal property 
tax rate for the general reve- 
nue fund, ralsing the tax from 
28 to 32 cents for each $100 
assessed property valuation. 

Matthews was prepared to 
submit the proposal at a meet- 
ing of the county council this 
afternoon, with the annual 
budget in its revised and final 
form. 

The 4-cent rise would be al- 
loted as follows: 3 cents, for 
one year only, to produce about 
$325,000 for construction of a 
building in which to store vot- 
ing machines, and 1 cent for 10 
additional policemen, to bring 
the total to 98. 

The revised budget calls for 
$10,229,145—a record amount— 
divided as follows: General 
fund, $5,157,089; road and 
bridge fund, $1,776,821; hospi- 
tal maintenance, $1,936,617; 
health center, $826,302; park 
maintenance, $532,315. 

A 4-cent increase would make 
the total county tax rate 87 
cents. 

The county now has*$767,681 
available for further appropria- 
tion, Matthews reported to the 
council. Of that, he said, $228,- 
684 is needed for the police de- 
partment, which had been fi- 
nanced for only eight months, 
and $250,000 should be set aside 
for a property assessment reap- 
praisal program now delayed 
by a court test.

Schubkegel’s Warning. 

The Estimate Board was told 
yesterday by Budget Director 
E. B. Schubkegel that sharp 
cuts in municipal services 
would be necessary unless the 
aldermen pass measures to sup- 
ply about $5,000,000 in addi- 
tional revenue. 

Schubkegel said a slash of 
17.5 per cent would be needed

Speaker Hamlin Acts

JEFFERSON CITY, May 29— 
A bill to permit bingo games 
for the benefit of charities was 


one of 37 mesures stricken from 
the calendar today by Speaker 
Roy Hamlin (Dem.) Hannibal, as 
the official end of the 1957 
session drew near. 

There was little or no argu- 
ment as Hamlin struck off the 
bills, some of which would 
have stirred up considerable 
debate. 

Among the other proposals 
stricken from the calendar 
bills to: permit the Governor 
to succeed himself; require an 
industry to hire a Negro if his 
qualifications were greater than 
those of a white applicant for 
the same job; give Negroes 
equality in restaurants, hotels, 
dance halls and other public 
places; regulate radio and tele- 
vision repairmen, and set up a 
so-called “labor czar” by mak- 
ing the Director of the State 
Department of Labor & Indus- 
trial head of all state labor 
agencies. 

Pollution Bill Passed. 

The House passed and sent to 
Gov. James T. Blair a Senate- 
approved bill creating a six- 

mber, bipartisan state water 
pollution board to curb con- 
tamination of rivers, lakes and 
streams in. the state. The Gov- 
ernor said he would sign the 
measure. 

The measure, similar to bills 
considered but not passed in 
previous sessions of the Legis- 
lature, was approved 115 to 14 
after repeated attempts by mem- 
bers of the St. Louis delegation 
to exempt St. Louis from its 
provisions. 

The water pollution board, 
members of which would be 
appointed by the Governor, 
would have power to fix stan- 
dards of water purity and to 
prevent municipalities and in- 
dustry from polluting the 
streams through uncontrolled 
discharge of raw sewage and 
industrial wastes. 

All industries and mrunici- 
palities in Missouri would be 
required to obtain permits from 
the state board for discharge of 
ywastes into lakes or streams, 
Alteration of sewage lines could 
be required by the board to 
prevent contamination of pub- 
lic waters. 

Request by Tucker. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
of St. Louis had asked that the 
St. Louis area be excluded 
from the measure. He an 
representatives of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Sewer District 
contended that the bill gave 
the state board power to force 
the sewer district to construct 
sewage treatment plants which 
would cost $150,000,000. 

Representative Robert UH. 
Frost (Dem.), Plattsburg, who 
handied the bill on the House 
floor, said that although the 
measure is not as strong as 
some that were introduced at 
previous legislative sessions, “it 
at least gives Missouri a start 
toward conserving our water re- 
sources for our children and 
grandchildren.” 

The .first of the amendments 
proposed by members of the St. 
Louis delegation was submitted 
by Representative Daniel Cur- 
ran (Dem.). It would have ex- 
empted all municipal sewage 
systems which empty into 
streams or lakes. It was de- 
feated 102 to 14. 

Another amendment offered, 
submitted by Representative 
Thomas A. Walsh (Dem.), St. 
Louis, would have exempted 
the Mississippi river from the 
measure, so far as dumping of 
wastes was concerned. Walsh 
pointed out that much of the 
contamination of the Mississip- 
pi results from cities and in- 
dustrial plants in Illinois. 

Walsh’s amendment was beat- 
en.83 to 17 and a subsequent 
change offered immediately by 
Representative Francis M., 
O’Brien (Rep.), St. Louis, to ex- 
empt the ®t. Louis Metropolitan 
Sewer District was quickly 
voted down 98 to 17. 

Bill on Veting Passed. 

The House also passed a Sen- 
ate-approved proposal to amend 
the State Constitution to per- 
mit persons living in the state 
more than 60 days, but less 
than one year, to vote in the 
contests for President and Vice 
President of the United States. 
At present, a voter must be a 
resident of the state for at least 
one year to be eligible to vote.

Mayor Tucker called estab- 
lishment of a traffic depart- 
ment “a dramatic example of 
our need for a new charter” 
and added: “‘When the present 
charter was written in 1914, 
about the only traffic problem 
was a runaway horse.” 
Department of Public Works. 
Aside from traffic matters, 
most services requiring profes- 
sional engineering supervision 
and engineering staffs would 
be co-ordinated in the depart- 
ment of public works that 
would be established by the 
new charter, the Mayor stated. 
Tucker praised the charter’s 
centralization of all matters af- 
fecting issuance of building 
permits in the department of 
aublie safety. “Contrattors will 
get improved one-stop service,” 
he declared. 


Similarly, he said, all powers 
affecting control of air pollu- 
tion would be centralized in the 
public safety department. They 
are divided now between the 
smoke and health divisions. 


As he dia two weeks ago in 
his first formal speech in favor 
of the charter, Mayor Tucker 
again indorsed the plan for 
electing seven aldermen from 
ward areas and seven others 
and the board president on a 
‘city-wide basis. 


“Present indications are that 
the 7-7-1 plan will be the focal 
point of discussion in the char- 
ter election,” Ne asserted. The 
plan is more representative and 
more responsive to city needs 
than .the present system of 
electing all aldermen by wards, 
Tucker added. 

“Under the present system 
an individual alderman has life 
or death control over a meas- 
ure which involves his ward, 
though his position may repre- 
sent the minority rather than 
the general will of the citizens 
as a whole,” the Mayor stated. 

Other advantages Mayor 
Tucker said would result from 
adoption of the new charter in- 
clude: More clearly defined ex- 
ecutive authority, establishment 
of the position of director of 
administration, improved bud- 
geting and accounting methods, 
better purchasing control and 
removal of the present $10,000 
annual salary limitation. 


JUDGE REFUSES TO REVERSE

A motion to reverse the con-

For Industry, Has 2200 Acres 
For Aircraft and Other Plants

Big, Fast-Growing

KANSAS CITY, May 29. 


HE SAME TROUBLE that plagues St. Louis and many other 
T cities—shortage of industrial sites—has reached serious pro- 

portions here, In fighting to overcome this handicap Kansas 
City has taken a big step which places it ahead of many 


competitors. 


The city has built a huge airport for industry, and is offering 
2200 acres of sites ideal for aircraft plants, missile projects, 
aeronautical research, electronics and lines ef manufacturing that 
can profit from high-speed movement of freight. This means 
that Kansas City is able to make a strong bid_for some of the 
largest and fastest-growing industries. 


Mid-Continent International: 
Airport, carved out of the corn 
and wheat fields of Platte coun- 
ty 14 miles north of here, is 
the third largest municipal field 
in the United States, its 4650 
acres being exceeded only by 
Idlewild in New York and Chi- 
cago’s O’Hare Field. 

First Tenant Moving In. 

The city has invested $35,- 
000,000 of bond funds in this 
facility, and will spend millions 
more—it hopes—to build plants 
for lease to future tenants. 

The first tenant, Trans World 
Airlines, is now moving in. It 
has taken a 25-year lease on 
buildings which will consolidate 
all its world overhaul facilities 
at the new field. The rent it 
pays, about $1,400,000 a year, 
will go to retire revenue bonds 
which financed construction of 
the carrier-designed buildings. 
When the bonds are paid off 
the buildings will belong to | 
the city. 

TWA. employs 6400 people 
here, has an annual payroll of 
$16,000,000 and pours an addi- 


local trade channels through 
company purchases. Many cities 
have tried to take this indus- 
trial plum away from Kansas 
City. In 1949, when it appeared 
that TWA might have to move, 
agents from St. Louis, ‘Pitts- 
burgh, Philadelphia, Wichita, 
Los Angeles and other cities 
came swarming in. 

The carrier's overhaul base 
was located at Fairfax Airport, 
across the Missouri river in 
Kansas City, Kan., in buildings 
the Federal Government had 
erected during the wer - and’ 
later had leased to the airline. 
The Defense Department de- 
cided that these facilities should 
be taken back for use by mili- 
tary aviation. 

Kansas City put up a terrific 
fight in Washington to keep 
TWA, and managed to ‘get the 
Air Force operation diverted to 
Olathe Naval Air Station. 

Flood ... and Disaster. 

Then came the 1951 flood, 
which inundated Fairfax Air- 
port and cost TWA $10,000,000. 
Stockpiles of parts were ruined, 
100 engines were lost and six 
big airliners had to be virtually 
rebuilt, 

The disaster spurred the 
movement for development of a 
good upland airport to serve in- 
dustry and prepare for the com- 
ing jet and turbo-prop age in 
aviation. Bond issues passed in 
1951 and 1954 added $28,500,000 
to the $13,500,000 previously 
authorized for airport projects, 
and the long-discussed Mid- 
Continent International Airport 
became a reality. 

When they went to the polls 
in 1954, taxpayers voted also on 
the proposal to bring major 
league baseball to Kansas City 
through a $2,000,000 bond issue 
for stadium improvements. The 
airport bonds were approved by 
a larger margin than the bonds 
for baseball, striking evidence 
that the people of Kansas City 
recognize the importance of 
getting and holding industry. 

An expressway will make it 
possible to drive downtown from 
the new airport in 25 minutes. 

Some industries are learning 
that shipment of freight by air 
can lower operating costs and 
increase sales. With products 
high in value low in weight, 
such as drugs or electronic de- 
vices, direct distribution from 
factory to customer by air may 
prove more economical than 
truck or .rail distribution re- 
quiring regional warehousing. 
Armour Laboratories, one of the 
leading producers of drug prod- 
ucts, has eliminated one of its 
warehouses and has begun to 
convert to distribution by air. 

It is firms such as this that! 
Kansas City hopes to attract 
with its industrial airport. It 
believes the time will come 
when many industries will find 
it just as important to be near 
an airport as it has been in the 
past to be on a railroad line. 

27 Acres Bought Up. 

Meanwhile, Kansas City is 
working on the problem of 
room for industry in the heart 
of the city. Its Land Clearance 
for Redevelopment Authority 
has bought up a blighted dis- 
trict of 27 acres near the City 
Hall and the Courthouse. A 
conglomeration of old com-- 
mercial buildings and dwellings 
will be torn down by Jan. 1 to 
provide sites for warehouses, 
plants engaged -n light manu-| 
facturing and other enterprises 
supporting uses of the central 
— district. 

ross cost of this undertaking, 
which is called the South Hum- 
boldt project, is estimated at 


ity, told the PostDispatch. 
“Some,came from other cities: 
quite a few were local com- 
panies needing room for ex- 
pansion. I believe we could 
have sold all the land twice over 
in a short time. We will adver- 
tise this summer to call in 
interested parties, and will sell 
lots on the basis of reuse value.” 

Another project now in the 
planning stage is designed to 
rehabilitate an area of 58 acres 
immediately to the north of 
Humboldt. Half of the area will 
be cleared for commerce and 
light manufacturing. 

These projects help, but a 
great deal more is needed to 
solve the problem, says Dwight 
Bedell, industrial trade com- 
missioner of the Chamber of 
Commerce. He is convinced 
that large cities must take com- 
munity action to compete for 
industry with smaller towns. 

“Oklahoma City, Memphis, 
Evansville, Ind., Erie, Pa., Seat- 
tle—all of them are engaging in 
some form uf community effort 
to provide industrial sites,” he 
pointed out. “We must do the 
same. Generally speaking, there 
are not enough elements of 
difference between cities to 
make an industry locate in one 
place rather than another. Com- 
munity effort can swing the 
balance. 

“The Problem Is Space.” 

“But advertising and sending 
people out on the road won't 
suffice. The problem is space, 
and if you don’t have sites you 
cannot attract industry. I am 
trying to convince people that 
we must look ahead, buy land 
and hold it so it will be avail- 
able for industry when needed. 
This has to be done through 
community action because priv- 
ate capital rarely will be tied 
up in enterprises that promise 
no definite return.” 

A large percentage of the 
land suited for heavy industry 
in the Kansas City area is held 
by the railroads in industrial 
districts ranging from 80 to 
2000 acres. The oldest and 
largest, Union Pacific’s Fairfax, 
is virtually filled. Six other 
railroads control about 5000 
acres. 

The railroads sell their land 
to industries which generate 
rail traffic. Under Interstate 
Commerce Commission regula- 
tions they are not authorized 
to speculate in real estate, their“ 
ventures being geared to pro- 
motion of freight business. This 
makes it difficult for firms that 
do not produce rail traffic to 
find sites. 

Kansas City has annexed land 
from time to time, but this has 
added little in the way of in- 
dustrial sites. 

The Mid-Continent Develop- 
ment Council has been organ- 
ized to foster development of 
the region which takes in 
metropolitan Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and the Kansas centers 
of Topeka, Atchison, Lawrence - 
and Leavenworth. 

Still another approach is the 
movement to create a bi-state 
authority to co-ordinate the 
eight counties of Kansas City’s 
metropolitan area. The Mo-Kan 
Development Agency is to be 
modeled after the Missouri- 
Illinois Bi-State Agency which 
built the Chain of Rocks harbor 
-and wants to take over Co- 
lumbia Bottoms for develop- 
ment of a new ind dis- 
trict for St. Louis. 


64 NORWEGIAN SCIENTISTS

This is the view of observers 
who see the resignation of Dave 
Beck as head of the largest 
union in the country as a direct 
consequence of the Senate in- 
vestigation that showed wide- 
spread corruption among Team- 
ster Union officials. 

This was a situation widely 
known, and yet neither organ- 
ized labor nor the communities 
in which the corruption oc- 
curred appeared able to do any- 
thing about it. 

' In effect the investigation 
was a trial and conviction of 
Beck. At the same time he is 
under indictment on an income 
tax charge and whether it will 
be possible for him to have an 
impartial trial in the present 
climate of opinion is a serious 
question. 

Inquiry Just Beginning. 
Far from being ended, the 
Senate inquiry into labor abuses 
has only just begun. There is 
prospect of even more shocking 
revelations when the committee 
digs into the situation in New 
York City. This has just been 
highlighted by the failure of 
the Federal Government to 
bring Johnny Dio to trial on a 
charge of the acid-blinding of 
labor columnist Victor Riesel. 
The Government prosecutor has 
said that his case was wrecked 
by intimidation of witnesses es- 
sential to his case, reflecting 
“the power of the underworld.” 
But where eventually the in- 
vestigation will lead in new leg- 
islation is still uncertain. The 
chairman..of the investigating 
committee, Senator John L. Mc- 
Clellan, has introduced a “right 
to work” amendment to the civil 
rights bill.

The 
McClellan move was seen as a 
maneuver .to block civil rights 
legislation. 

‘Right to Work’ Advocate. 

There is, however, growing 
sentiment for “right to work” 
legislation on the federal as well 
as the state level. Senator 
Barry Goldwater (Rep.), Ari- 
zona, one of the most persistent 
advocates of “right to work” 
laws, had been contemplating 
introducing the same kind of 
amendment, not so much to gov- 
ern labor but as a civil right.

Keep the Pressure On 


If Congréss wants the London disarmament 
talks to succeed, the best thing it can do is to 


restore the Eisenhower military budget to full - 


strength. 

This may seem contradictory, but we believe 
it to be true. For in our opinion the best way 
to bring the Russians to accept a first-stage arms 
limitation agreement is to keep the pressure on 
in military spending. 

The United States can well afford the present 
level of military spending. It represents a 
smaller proportion of the gross national product 
than the nation has devoted to defense at any 
time since Korea. The Russians, having a 
smaller pie to cut up, undoubtedly feel the 
strain of heavy defense outlays more sharply 
than we. As President Eisenhower has inti- 
mated, they are responding to that strain, and 
to the popular complaints arising from it, when 
they show today a more conciliatory attitude on 
disarmament. 

But what would be the result if, without wait- 
ing for a disarmament pact, the United States 
started slashing military expenditures? Would 
not the Soviet leaders be tempted then to draw 
beck from an agreement, or to impose extrava- 
gant terms? Would they not tend to believe 
that, with the economy bloc In the saddle in 
Washington, no concessions by them would be 
necessary to reduce the pace of military spend- 
ing? If they could be relieved of the strain with- 
out entering into disarmament commitments, 
why should they sign anything? 

It is, of, course, impossible to fathom the re- 
cesses of the Soviet mind with complete assur- 
ance. Nobody ean know for certain why the 
Russians act as they do. But it is reasonable 
to assume that they are afraid of Western mill- 
tary power, weary of the arms race, and yet dis 
trustful of signing treaties. This can be safely 
assumed because the West is in pretty much 
the same situation with respect to the Soviets. 

If that assumption is valid, then it is equally 
reasonable to conclude that the Soviets may 
sign a disarmament pact if this is what they 
have to do to secure an easing of the economic 
and political strains of the arms race—and that 
they will be reluctant to sign if they can secure 
the same result by. leaving the matter to the 
economy bloc in Washington. 


Congressmen who believe in disarmament, 
and who agree that the only practical road to 
disarmament is a first-stage agreement contain- 
ing concessions by both sides, should there- 
fore vote for restoring the Administration’s 
defense budget to full strength. The President 
has most urgently asked that $1,274,000,000 of 
the House committee cut be restored. Repub- 
lican leaders in the House would do battle enly 
for one fourth of that amount, and may not suc- 
ceed even that far. The House bill thus is sure 
to fall short of the President's requests. 


The hope for restoration of further funds 
now lies with the Senate. May its members 
remember that cutting American military 
strength means reducing the incentives for a 
disarmament pact at London.

With his offigial talks:in Washington ended, 
the West German chancéllor, Dr. Konrad Ade- 
nayer, must feel that his American mission has 
been a success. And President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles must feel that our un- 
derstanding with Bonn has been improved, if 
possible, and that a potential obstacle to an 
initial East-West disarmament agreement has 
been eliminated. 


Unification of a divided country is the No. 1 - 


issue in the campaigning for West Germany's 
third national elections in September, and some 
of the Chancellor’s Social Democratic opponents 
have been suggesting that the United States 
might “sacrifice” Germany's prime interest for 
an agreement with Moscow. The German oppo- 
sition, which once put reunification ahead of 
rearmament, is using strange logic in now rais- 
ing doubts about disarmament. But politics is 
politics, and ‘Washington has been somewhat 
concerned. 

The Adenauer visit has produced a reassuring 
formula: West Germany agrees to support fully 
the effort of other Western nations to achieve a 
limited disarmament treaty. It shares the hope 
that this will be followed in a reasonable time 
by a more comprehensive agreement which is to 
be preceded by a solution of the German prob- 
lem. President Eisenhower has indorsed this 
sequence. Further, he has assured the Chancel- 
lor that Bonn will be closely consulted on all 
matters affecting Germany which may come up 
in the course. of disarmament negotiations. 
These may now be handicapped by French 
pride, but hardly by German fear. 

Thus Dr. Adenauer goes home with new evi- 
dence that his pro-American and pro-Western 


policies have not damaged German interests. He 
also has renewed assurance that American troops 
will be stationed abroad as long as they-are «s- 
sential to Germany's defense, And Washington 
has his most solemn assertion that “nobody 

Germany plays with the oad 


sire so ardently.”

While the Senators contend that the open con- 
ference is now standing operating procedure, 
the House can réply that the procedure is rela- 
tively new, and grew up gradually. Certainly the 
usual legislative- practice is to limit conferences 
to specific areas of dispute. 

Normally the House has first responsibility 
for money bills, and initiates them. But the 
Senate is a smaller, more experienced and bet- 
ter disciplined club than the House, and has 
employed the open conference to dictate money 
matters. 

Thus it has often happened that the Senate 
would sit on fund bills until late in the ses- 
sion, then alter them, then demand an open 
conference of five members from each chamber, 
and finally accept the conference committee's 
report and retire for the night—or the session. 
The House would have to swallow what the Sen- 
ate wanted without salt, or be in the position 
of denying the state funds. 

A conference committee of 10 members should 
not be given all the room in the Capitol to dic- 
tate money policies for 34 Senators and 157 Rep- 
resentatives. Having surrendered this hill, the 
House now finds it difficult to climb back again. 

The House was right in its dispute with the 
Senate, but Missouri can ill afford to pay for a 
special session because of that dispute. With 
the session ending at midnight Friday, the Leg- 
islature’s first duty is to get to work. 
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The Alaska Bill Approved 

Approval of the Alaskan statehood bill by the 
House Insular Affairs Committee is a step in 
the right direction. The committee also im- 
proved the bill markedly by striking out three 
subcommittee amendments. These amendments 
would have required a referendum on statehood 
when Alaskans have repeatedly expressed them- 
selves overwhelmingly for it; would have de 
ferred state control over fish and wildlife for 
five years and denied the new state jurisdiction 
over common carriers, when exploitation of sal- 
mon and exorbitant freight rates are among the 
foremost evils which Alaskan statehood should 
correct. May the measure receive the under- 
standing hearing by the House which our hardy 
fellow-Americans in Alaska Territory deserve. 
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Evasions on Idaho Power 

The disclosure that Secretary Seaton recom- 
mended against it two months ago puts an en- 
tirely new light on the Government’s tax ‘subsidy 
to the Idaho Power Co. 

So does the general atmosphere of secrecy, 
suppression and evasion with which the Seaton 
recommendation has since been surrounded. 

Substantial reasons why fast tax write-off cer- 
tificates should not be granted to the private 
utility were raised by the Interior Secretary. He 
said the company had shown no need for the 
special financial incentive. It had, he said, ar- 
gued to the Federal Power Commission, as a 
reason for granting it the license to build these 
dams on the Snake river, that it would need no 
tax subsidy. Further, the Secretary went on, 
Idaho Power's projects would not produce ex- 
cess power, and thus failed to meet a critical re- 
quirement for’the tax preference. 

Yet these important objections from a Cabinet 
officer were Unknown to one of the key men 
who had to deal with Idaho Power's application, 
the chief of ODM’s tax amortization branch, 
Jacob B. Wycoff. He did not learn of them until 
Tuesday, after the Seaton letter had been un- 
earthed by Senator Kefauver’s judiciary sub- 
committee. 

The director of the Office of Defense Mobili- 
zation, Gordon Gray, furthermore, misled the 
subcommittee about the Interior Department's 
position. He referred to favorable reports there 


in 1955 but did not refer at all to the Secretary's’ 


unfavorable report of two months ago. 

These developments smack of sharp dealing 
—with Congress, and with the electorate: They 
seem to spring fr@m an abiding distrust of let- 
ting the public know how its business is being 
transacted. They are of a piece with the ma 


chinations through which Federal Power Com- -* 


missiog Chairman Kuykendall evaded questions 
about the Idaho Power license decision two 
years ago, the day after it was made, and post- 
poned. the announcement a week longer until a 
few hotrs aftér Congress had adjourned. 

It begins to look as if the tax preference 
granted for the projects in the Hell’s Canyon 
stretch of the Snake were the result of some 
very special treatment indeed. The Kefauver 
subcommiftee should be encouraged to renewed 
zeal in ferreting out the still-hidden aspects of 
this involved case. 

Certainly it should throw some light on why 
Secretary Seaton’s opinion seemed to carry so 
little force when that of his predecessor, Douglas 
McKay, was sufficient to chuck over the whole 
public interest in Hell's Canyon resources to a 
private. company.

Thursday’ is Memorial day. . When 
businesses close down for the holiday, 
the people will pay honor to the men 
who have died defending the country 
in past wars. 

In so honoring the heroic dead, they. 
will kill off many more Americans in 
highway accidents, defending nothing 
more than the childish freedom to dis- 
play power through pressure on an 
accelerator pedal. 


We have heard this sorry story ‘be- 
fore, and we will hear it again several 
times before the summer is over. 

Highway safety has been a serious 
problem, it. could be said, for about 35 
years. During this time, we have re- 
lied primarily on a program of public 
education and indoctrination, hoping 
drivers could somehow be impressed 
with the suicide and homicide they were 
committing.oh the highways, and would 
voluntarily drive more carefully. 

It is impossible, of course, to deter- 
mine ‘what sort of an accident record 
we would have had without this pro 
gram, but accident trends do prove one 
undeniable fact—it has failed! 

The slogans grow more frequent and 
more eloquent. “The Life You Save 
May Be Your Own,” and “Slow Down 
and, Live” are on ‘billboards, in the 
newspapers, and repeated on radio and 
television. The public is warned about 
dangers of careless driving. Estimates 
are made of holiday death tolls, and 
they are “eggs overly conservative. 
The highway slaughter continues to 
grow worse, 

This public education program is 
valuable and should be continued at 
full pace. This newspaper, like all 
newspapers, has been happy to make 
its facilities available for informing 

e of suggested ways and means 
reduce the autemobile age cost in 
lives. But we cannot escape the con- 
clusion that something else—something 
dnore effective—will have to be added 
it we we are ever to have relief from the 
appalling rate of highway death and 
injury. 

We need really’ tough law enforce- 
ment. We are going to have to stop 
pussy-footing around with our present 


ineffective laws and weak penalties. We 
must not rely on the faint hope that 


the public will willingly desist from 
the Pr lesis suicide it is ehnmiditing 


on our highways. 


We feel the State of Missourl needs 
to take swift and decisive action to 
improve its poor highway safety rec- 
ord. In facing the problem, we be- 
lieve the following conclusions are in- 
escapable: 

1. Missouri’s traffic laws are not 
strict enough. We have as yet no fixed 
maximum speed law and no compulsory 
vehicle inspection law, as do many 
other states. And the states that have 
such laws have the best safety records. 
The General Assembly, however, cur- 
rently is considering a bill that would 
establish a fixed speed limit, 
chances of its approval appear good. 

2. We do not have enough highway 
patrolmen. The General Assembly is 
now considering proposals to increase 
the fofce, but the hesitancy and vacilla- 
tion of our legislators indicates what- 
ever increases that may be decided 
upon will not be enough. 

3.. The penalties for violation of traf- 
fic laws are not severe enough. In Mis- 
souri, it is difficult to lose a driver's 
license. In Connecticut, one conviction 
for speeding brings automatic suspen- 
sion of a driver's license. 


A few weeks ago at Hillsboro, a man 
was fined $150 on his third conviction 
for sommieee. me reckless driving while 
drinking. In many other states, that 
man would pom lost his license | on the 
first conviction, 

The situation places Missouri square- 
ly among the states not coura | 
facing up to the highway safety prob- 
lem. We are depending exclu- 
sively on pvfblic octrination, a for- 
mula which is helpful but has fatled to 
accomplish its purpose. We-need now 
*o follow the lead of other states which 
have notably lessened the a, 
death toll by tough laws and e 


‘enforcement. 


It is impossible to deny that the peo- 
= of this state want to end the tragic 
ighway killings. It remains for: them 
to be given the courageous public lead- 
ership necesSary to do the job.

Radford’s Side Issue. 


The great question, on which 
the President has had to decide 
the answer, is whether to start 
down the road of negotiation. 

This fs a question at the high- 
est level of policy. 

It is a much bigger question 
than the one which Admiral 
Radford raised when he said 
publicly that he did not want 
to make an agreement because 
he did not trust the Russians to 
carry it out. 

The real question is whether 
it is wise to make an agreement 
that would be carried out be- 
fore it was “self-enforcing.” 

There is not much doubt that 
we can insist on safeguards 
against the secret violation of 
an agreement. 


The World As It Is. 


The seriously debatable ques- 
tion is whether, in the kind of 
limited agreement which may 
be possible, the political risks 
of a relaxation of the tension 
are greater than the political 
and economic advantages. 

What is there to be said 
against making an agreement 
which contains the necessary 
technical safeguards? In the 
last analysis, the argument is 
that if you agree to limit arma- 
ments before you have done 
anything to settle the great is- 
sues, you have in effect ac- 
cepted the present division of 
the world. 

“Any agreement about arma- 
ments, which fixes their size or 
stipulates how or when they 
may be 


is tantamount to a. 


military guarantee of the exist- 
ing military boundaries be- 
tween the two coalitions.

Less Support for NATO.- 


It will, at the same time, re- 
duce the pressure of anxiety in 
Western Europe, 
Western Germany, and so make 
these countries less disposed to 
carry the burden of the NATO 
mili establishment. 

It stimulate the Ameri- 
can demand to cut the budget 
at the expense of the military 
services and of foreign aid. 

As against all these risks, the 
President had decided that the 
risks and the costs of not nego- 
tiating may be still greater. I 
do not see how he could have 
decided differently. 

For how, if he is faced. with 
a serious offer to negotiate, can 
the President of the United 
States refuse to negotiate? Can 
he say that we do not want an 
agreement when he and the 
two Presidents before him have 
so often declared that we do 
want one? 

Too much has been said by 
too many responsible men, and 
it is now impossible for the 
President to take a_ stand 
against an agreement on armia- 
ments. 


A Morbid Assumption. 


The President can argue 
about the substance of any par- 
ticular agreement. But he must 
argue sincerely, that is to say, 
with the hope of reaching an 
agreement and not with a con- 
cealed intention of preventing 
an agreement. 

If we look at the case against 
an agreement, is it not fair to 
ask whether it does not rest on 
a strange and dangerous as- 
sumption—that.jf tensions are 
relaxed, if the fear of war is 
reduced, the advantages will go 
to the Cothmunist powers and 
the disadvantages to the non- 
Communist. 

Is this our true measure of 
the world? Must we really be- 
lieve that with less fear and 
anxiety and tension we shall 
languish while the totalitarian 
states will flourish? 

Surely this assumption, which 
turns our moral conviction up- 
side down, is itself a morbid 
symptom. of the existing ten- 
tsions, manifesting itself in a 
profound lack of confidence in 
our own institutions and in our 


own people.

Nine Picasso lithographs and 
42 African. Negro sculptures 
comprise an exhibition opening 


today at the Martin Schweig 
Gallery, that offers a rather 
exciting change of pace in the 
way of art shows. Other’ new 
openings this week are paint- 
ings, sculptures, drawings and 
ceramics by Artists’ Guild mem- 
bers, and a show of drawings 
and prints by Leslie J. Laskey. 

The Picassos and the African 
sculptures are from a private 
collection. Each of the litho- 
graphs is from an edition of 50, 
and two—abstract treatments of 
women's faces—are in color. 
The black and white prints dis- 
play the Spanish master’s ver- 
satility in several different 
styles. One contains an ar- 
rangement of continuous line 
drawings, in white on black, of 
medieval themes. In another, a 
handsome bull, -somewhat re- 
lated to the minotaur motif seen 
in a number of Picasso’s works, 
is also beautifully delineated in 
outline. 

One enigmatic work has an 
exquisitely modeled woman 
with a kind of Gioconda smile 
executed in smooth, delicate 
touches of ink, and, about the 
margins, a series of quick little 
sketches, like caricatures of 
classic Greek figures, done in a 
white. scratch effect on the 
black surface. 

African Sculptures. 
The African sculptires, 


other cubist innovators. in- 
clude several funerary figures, 
masks, a_ series 
ornamented with stylized’ heads, 
and some abstractions of ante- 
lopes. All are from the Central 
West African region. 

The antelop carvings are 
exquisite specimens of the 
African’s ability to synthesize 
and abstract a form. Each makes 
the most of the boldly curving 
antlers; the animal’s body is 
reduced to a few planes, curves 
and angles. Each part of the 
wood is ornamented in a way 
independent of the animal 
theme, yet harmonious with the 
transformed version of it. A 
set of miniature figures, made 
of brass by the Ashanti people 
and used as gold weights, is 
arranged in a shadow box for 
viewing at eye level.

The rubber airplane, with’. 
mattress-like wings, was ‘ink’ 
flated on the field at the air 
station. The pilot warmed up 
the craft's compact, 44-horse- 
power engine and took off in 
a thunderstorm.

tives of the Goodyear Corp. said 
10 of the unuSual planes were, 
being made for the Navy, which 
thinks they could be useful. in. 
assisting downed flyers to es- 
cape. The rubber craft, called 
the Inflatoplane, flies faster 
than 60 miles ‘an hour and can 
stay aloft eight hours. 

Lt. Cleo Kube, a Navy pilo 
broadcast his heartbeat and 
respiration from a plane one 
mile above the air _ station:” 
Listeners said the heartbeat’ 
sounded like a deep, throbbing 
drum and the pilot's respira: 
tion like surf on a beach. A 
spokesman said the sounds, re~ 
corded through a stethoscope on 
a flyer’s chest, have been heard 
as far as 100 miles.

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) 
—The Senate meets an hour 
and a half earlier than usual 
today to try to finish action on 
a stripped-down $1,600,000,000 
housing Dill. 

The. Senate stayed in session 
until after 10 o'clock last night, 
finally adopting a compromise 
proposed by Senator John W. 
Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, which 
settled most of the major ar- 
guments involving provisions of 
the bill. Enough other amend- 
ments were pending to cause 
Senate leaders to decide to put 
over the final vote until today. 

The Bricker compromise, 
which was approved by Demo- 
cratic leaders, cut $1,250,000,000 
from the $2,850,000,000 which 
the Senate Banking Committee 
had voted to authorize for vari- 
ous housing programs. 

It was adopted 67 to 11 on 
a strong bipartisan vote, but it 
did not satisfy either the all- 
out budget cutters or the advo- 
cates of more costly Govern- 
ment housing programs. 

Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, declared that the total

budget requests for housing.

SGHAEFER GETS 
FOUR YEARS IN 


Arthur E. (Gene) Schaefer 
was sentenced to serve four 
years in a Federal penitentiary 
and fined $1000 today by United 
States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper for using the mails to 
defraud in connection with dis- 
tribution of razor blade vending 
machines, Schaefer's lawyers an- 
nounced an appeal will be filed. 


Schaefer, free on $5000 bond, 
was given until June 10 to get 
his affairs in order. Judge Har- 
per instructed him either to 
surrender himself to custody or 
to file the appeal by that date. 

Schaefer was found guilty of 
mail fraud by a jury May 10. 
The verdict was based on one 
count in a 22-count indictment. 
Five co-defendants, including 
Schaefer’s father, each with 22 
counts against him, were found 
not guilty. , 

Those acquitted were Arthur 
C. Schaefer, father of the con- 
victed man; Eugene J. Drewes, 
William Dardick, Murray Moss 
and Earl W. Doolin. The Schae- 
fers and other defendants were 
officers or salesmen for Modern 
Merchandising Corp. of Clayton. 


Arthur E. Schaefer, said to 
be manager of the firm, was 
found guilty of using the mails 
(to defraud Elgin W. Sanderson, 
an appliance salesman of Con- 
cord, N.H., who testified he 
paid $2250 for 10 blade-dispens- 
ing machines but never received 
any of them. 

Defense attorney Wayne 
Smith unsuccessfully sought a 
new trial, arguing the jury ver- 
dict reflected an IincorSistency. 
Smith said six defendants faced 
a total of 84 counts against 
them when the case went to the 
jury. All of the counts, he said, 
stemmed from one alleged sin- 
gle scheme.

LET’S SEE how you could 
apply them to your domestic 
plans. 

1. Recognition—The need to 
feel that one’s achievements 
are noticed and appreciated. 
How often do you compliment 
your wife on her appearance, on 
the attractiveness of the home? 
Do you ever say to her, “My 
own mother couldn't turn out 
biscuits as good as these?” 

2. Achievement—The need to 
feel she has done something 
worthwhile. Do you remark, 
“You certainly have an easy 
life here; what do you do all 
day?” If you do, you shouldn't. 

3. Autonomy—The need to 
feel one has control of one’s 
own actions. Do you manage 
the budget, refuse to give her 
an allowance, and continually 
instruct her on how she should 
cook, dress and entertain? 

4. Affiliation—The need to be 
related to people, to have 
friends. Do you discourage her 
from belonging to a church 
organization, woman’s club, or 
P.-T.A., assuring her that

5. Evaluation— The need to 
feel that the standards for judg- 
ing one’s behavior and perform- 
ance are reasonable and just.
